Pro- 
phecy is always risky, and prophecy about 
something that we may know this afternoon 
would be a highly gratuitous form of risk : 
we cannot discuss the Governments plan 
till it is before us in black and white. 
There is an unmistakable significance, 
however, in this altered arrangement. The 
Prime Minister has decided to sacri- 
fice that kudos of novelty and excite- 
ment which appeals to the most austere 
statesman, and we are entitled to draw 
own inferences. The general infer- 
ence will be that the Government fears 
that, on Monday next, Mr. Lloyd George 
must announce a failure, and that the new 
arrangement is intended to break his fall, 
If the scheme, when published to-day, 
is based either on the partition of Ireland 
or on the coercion of Unionist Ulster, one 
or both of the Irish parties will reject it 
promptly and emphatically. After recent 
events in Ireland the Nationalist Party, 
whatever its private wishes may be, will 
not dare to accept partition. ‘The state- 
ment which was adopted yesterday by the 
Belfast Chamber of Commerce shows that 
Unionist Ulster will only accept partition 
as “a last resort from a greater calamity,” 
and will enter into no relations, however 
tenuous, with a Home Rule Parliament 
in Dublin. Clearly the Government con- 
templates the likelihood of rejection for the 
proposals which will be in the Irish leaders’ 
hands to-day. In that event the methed 
of preliminary announcement will relieve 
the difficulty of Mr. Lloyd George's: posi- 
tion to a certain extent. If, when he rises 
to make his statement on Monday, the 
Government's plan has been repudiated 
definitely» by the Irish people, he 
will be spared thé necessity of explana- 
tion, He will merely say, we suppose, 
that thé. Government has done its best and 
failed, that’ it proposed now to céncén-

Its theory seems to have been that the 
settlement for which it so rashly assumed 
full responsibility would put everything 
right, and that, by a stroke of the pen of 
Parliament, Ireland would become loyal, 
contented, and an _ enthusiastic partici- 
pétor in all the duties and sacrifices of the 
war. The point which we urge now is that, 
if the present attempt at settlement fails, 
the Cabinet must be ready with a definite 
policy of Irish government. It cannot 
continue to ignore Irish unrest and Irish 
slackness in the war as it ignored them 
when it was hunting for its magic 
formula. 
next week that Irishmen must now find 
a settlement by agreement among them- 
selves, it will be his first duty to create 
an Irish atmosphere in which such agree- 
ment will be at least conceivable. He 
can only create it by a process of firm 
and just administration for all parts of 
the country that will free all Irishmen of 
good-will from conditions in which any 
kind of constructive work and thought 
has become impossible. If the present 
scheme fails, Mr. Duke will be free to d 
his real duty in Ireland.

Less 
hearty eaters than the English, and accus- 
tomed: in general to a less ample scale of 
nutriment, Irish people have, neverthe- 
less, a greater repugnance to the measur- 
ing of food by ounces and to everything in 
the nature of prudential calculations. 
These considerations cannot excuse us in 
Ireland from the daties that are . en- 
joined by the present outlook. On the 
contrary, they will make a proper degree 
of discipline more honourable to us than 
to people more accustomed to discipline 
and foresight. We like the name of 
generosity, and the true generosity in 
present circumstances will be individual 
sparing for our neighbours of the things 
that are most precious as most scarce. 
We must recognise in all the prescriptions 
of food economy the dictates of altruism. 
Hospitality is a good thing, but a show 
of extravagance before neighbours whose 
own resources are ample is not true hospi- 
tality—that consists rather in a rule of 
moderation for qurselves that the surplus 
may be greater for those in want. Charity,

The singu- 
larity in this case arises from the public 
announcement that such communications 
are passing, and the further intimation 
that they need not be considered confi- 
dential. The inference naturally drawn 
is that the Government has failed to arrive 
at a settlement, and is making an ad 
misericordiam appeal to the Irish leaders 
to help it out of the difficulty. That may, 
or may not, be true, but there 1s no doubt 
that any proposals that it may now put 
forward will have been seriously pre- 
judiced in the estimation of the House by 
the unfortunate method adopted. 

Irish members on both sides see no en- 
couragement to hopes of settlement from 
the manner in which the Government has 
decided to make known its long ex pected 
proposals. Indeed, the Nationalists take a 
very gloomy view of what 1s coming, be- 
sides resenting the manner of communica- 
tion. Irish Unionists, on the other hand, 
are not in the least concerned on the 
latter point. Both parties will meet to- 
morrow to consider the Ministerial message

YRELAND AND REFORM. 

A definite beginning, says The Times, was 
made yesterday with the attempt to solve two 
great constitutional problems. Mr. Long intro- 
duced into the House of Commons the Reform 
Bill, embodying the reco dati of the 
Speaker's Committee on Elections and Fran- 
thise, and Mr. Bonar Law announced the 
existence of a Government scheme for dealing 
with the Irish question. To judge by the recep- 
tion of both speakers neither measure is likely 
to have an easy passage. The first was eub- 
jected at once to the uncompromising opposi- 
tion of a section of the House, most appro- 
priately, and we are sure most sincerely 
expressed by Lord Claud Hamilton, who was a 
member of Parliament so long ago as 1865, and 
siill speaks with all the “ brisk intemperance of 
youth.” The second announcement instantly 
produced an outburst from the Irish members, 
who regarded it. as a “breach of faith,” and 
from some nervous sticklers for the privileges of 
Parliament. But there is clearly a world of 
difference between the prospects of the two pro- 
posals. The opposition to the Reform Bill is 
the last stand of Conservatism against the 
{nevitable. The great majority of members, and 
a still greater majority of their constituents, 
are clearly in favour of the bill, which repre- 
gents by common consent an amazingly fortu- 
pate and successful compromise. No one 
seriously suggests that the present House of 
Commons ig sufficiently representative to deal 
with the task of reconstruction which will im- 
follow the war. We wish it were

Government's Irish scheme. Unfortunately, the 
basis of the Reform Bill—an agreed compromise 
between conflicting interests—is still wholly 
lacking here. We assume that the first effort of 
Ministers will be to achieve it, and there is 
little to be said for the petulant objection of 
the Irish members to being themselves the first 
to hear what the new proposals are. It would 
be almost useless to put them forward in the 
House of Commons if there were no prospect 
whatever of making progress. On the other 
hand, if there is such a prospect, as we still 
hope and think, there will be time between 
now and Monday for suggestion and amend- 
ment. The position of the Parliamefitary Party 
is not so strong in Ireland that its members 
ean afford to disclaim the responsibility of Irish- 
men to assist in shaping their own self-govern- 
ment.

ENEMY'S HEAVY LOSSES. 

Yesterday the enemy made a dcliberate 
attempt, by a series of strong and care- 
fully concerted attacks, powerfully sup: 
ported by artillery and trench-mortar 
firing, to drive our troops out of Buile: 
court and the section of the Hindenburg 
line held by us east of the village. In all, 
four attacks were delivered by the enemy, 
and they are specified in detail by Sir 
Douglas Haig in his later report. 

The net result, as regards positions, was that 
our posts in the western portion of the 
village were driven back by the fourth 
attack for a distance about 100 yards. 

The French also report a great effort of the 
enemy, made on Monday evening, to dis- 
lodge them from positions on the ridge 
marked by the Chemin des Dames. The 
attack was made on a broad front after 
a violent bombardment. Under the 
French concentration of fire it failed, ex- 
cept at one point, where a fraction of the 
enemy obtained a footing in one of the 
advanced elements. 

These efforts against us and the French have 
cost the enemy heavy losses.

east of the village. In all four attacks were 
undertaken by the enemy. The first of these, 
launched at 4 a.m. upon the richt flank of our 
position in the Hindcabers line, temporarily 
gained a foothold in our trenches. The enemy 
was immediately and completely ejected by our 
counter-attack, leaving killed and weunded 
in our lines. A simultaneous attack on the left 
flank of our position was dispersed by our 
artillery. 

Later in the morning a third attack was 
made upon the north-western corner of Bulle- 
court. This was successfully repulsed by our 
artillery, rifle and machine gun fire. The fourth 
attack, delivered from the south and 
west, succeeded in driving back our posts in the 
western portion of the village for a distance of 
about 100 yards.

NEED OF THE OFFENSIVE. 

A Reuter’s Petrograd telegram says *—The 
Council of Workmen’s and Soldiers’ Delegates 
has issued the following appeal to the Army :— 

Soldiers and Comrades at the Front,—We 
speak to you in the name of the Russian revolu- 
tionary democracy, ‘The people did not wish 
the war, which was begun by the .émperors 
and capitalists of all countries, and, therefore, 
after the abdication of the Tsar, the people 
considered it an urgent object to end the war 
as rapidly as possible. Do not forget, soldiers 
and comrades, the regiments of William are 
destroying revolutionary Russia. Do not forget 
the loss of free Russia would be an inccmpar- 
able catastrophe, not only for us, but for the 
working classes of the entire world. Defend, 
therefore, comrades, revolutionary Russia with 
all your power. 

The workmen and peasants of Russia long for 
peace, but it must be a general peace of all the 
nations, and the result of their common agree- 
ment. A separate peace is an ‘mypossible thing, 
which must not be allowed to interfere with or 
embarrass the events of the world. It is evi- 
dent that in this case German Imperialism, 
after having defeated our Western Alhes, will 
turn against us the whole power of her arms, 
will seize our country, and will enslave the Rus- 
sian people. 

The Council of Workmen's and Soldiers Dele- 
gates leads you towards peace by another way 
by calling for a new revolution of the workmen 
and peasants of Germany and Austria-Hungary. 
We will lead you to peace after having obtained 
from our Government renunciation of the 
policy of conquest, and by demanding a similar 
renunciation from the Allied Powers. 

But do not forget, soldiers «nd comrades, that 
peace cannot be achieved if you do not check 
the enemy’s pressure at the front, if your ranks 
are pierced, and if the Russian Revolution, like 
an inanimate thing, lies at the feet of William. 
You who are in the trenches do not forget that 
vou are defending the liberty of the Russian 

volution and of your brother workmen and 
peasants. Now, how can you iccomplish this 
defence if you remain inactive in your trenches? 
Frequently only an offensive can repel or check 
a hostile offensive. Frequently those who await 
attack perish. 

Soldiers and comrades, having sworn to defend 
Russian liberty, do not renounce the offensive. 
Fight and struggle for this ‘ibesty, and, while 
fighting and struggling, fear the enemy's traps; 
for the fraternisation, which is taking place 
at present at the front, can easily become a 
trap. Do not forget that revoluvuonary troops 
have only the right to fratersise with troops 
who are also revolutionary and also ready to 
die for peace and liberty. But the German 
army is not a revolutionary army. It still 
blindly follows William and Charles, Mmperors 
and capitalists. You are fraternising openly, 
not with the enemy soldiers, but with officers 


of the enemy's General Staff, disguised as 
common soldiers. 

Peace will not be obtained by separate treaties 
nor by the fraternisation of isolated regiments 
and battalions. This way will only lead you to 
the loss of the Russian Revolution, the safety 
of which does not lie in peace or in a separate 
armistice. Reject, therefore, everything which 
weakens our military power, which disturbs the 
army and which lowers its moral. Soldiers, be 
worthy of the trust which revolutionary Russia

THE RUSSIAN SITUATION. 


A Reuter’s Amsterdam telegram says the 
Imperial Chancellor, Dr. von Bethmann Holl- 
weg, in a speech in the Reichstag yesterday, 
said :— 

The interpellations which have just now been 

brought forward demand from me a definite 
detailed statement regarding the question 6f 
our war aims. To make such a statement at 
the present moment would not serve the in- 
}terests of the country. (“ Very true,”) 1 must, 
therefore, decline to make one. (Applause in 
the Centre.) Since the winter of 191 I have 
been pressed, first on one sido and then on 
another, to make a public statement of our 
war aims, if possible, with details. (Loud shouts 
from the Right of “No, no.”) They wete de- 
manded of me every day. (Shouts from the 
Right of “But not details.”) To force me to 
speak, an attempt was made to construe my 
silence regarding the programme of the war 
aims of the different parties as my assent 
thereto. Against that I must again resolutely 
protest. When giving permission for a free 
discussion concerning our war aims, | expressly 
declared that the Government-could not and 
would not take part in amy controversy. 
also protested against any positive co <lusions 
whatever as to the Government's attitude being 
drawn frdin the Government's silence. I now 
repeat this protest in the most emphatic man- 
ner. (Choeers.) 
What I was able to say at any tigne about 
our war,aims I have said here pwhlicly in the 
Reichstag. They were fundamental principles; 
they could not be more than that. (Cheers.) 
But they were sufficiently clear to exclude 
identification, such as has been identified with 
other programmes. I have adhered to these 
fundamental principles until now. They also 
found expression in the peace offer made con- 
jointly with our Allies on December 12, 1916. 
(Cheers.) The supposition which has recently 
arisen that some difference of opinion existed 
between us and our Allies regarding the ques- 
tion of pas belongs to the realm of fable. 
(Loud cheers.) Í expressly state this now 
with the conviction that I am also expressing 
the opinion of the leading statesmen of the 
Powers allied to us. 


WAR AIMS AND PEACE. 

I thoroughly and completely understand the 
assionate interest of the people in our war 
aims and the conditions of peace. I understand 
the demand for a precise statement which was 
addressed to me to-day from the Right and 
Left, but in a debate on war aims the only 
guiding line for me is an early and satisfactory 
conclusion of war. (Loud cheers.) Beyond that 
Í cannot do anything, and I cannot say any- 
thing. If the general situation obliges me io 
maintain an attitude of reserve, as is the case at 
present, | will maintain this reserve, and no 
pressure, either from Herr Scheidemann or 
trom Herr Roesicke, will force me to depart 
from my path. (Loud cheers.) I will-not allow 
myself to be led astray by the speech with 
which Herr Scheidemann, at a time when the 
drum fire is being heard on the Aisne and at 
Arras, believed he could disseminate among the 
people the possibility of a revolution. The 
German people will be at one with me in con-

The most recent declarations which I have seen 
from London state that the war aims which 
were announced two years ago remain unal- 
tered. (Hear, hear.) Does anyone believe, in 
view of the state of mind of our Western 
enomies, that they could be induced to conclude 
peace by a programme of renunciation? It 
comes to this: shall I immediately give our 
Western enemies An assurance which would 
enable them to prolong war inevitably without 
danger of losses to themselves? Shall I inform 
these enemies that, come what may, we shall 
in all circumstances be the people which re- 
nounce, ' We shall not touch a hair of your 
heads, but you who want our lives may, with- 
out any risk, continue to try your luck?"’ Shall I 
nail down the German Empire in all directions 
by a one-sided statement, which only comprises 
one part of the total peace conditions, re- 
nounces the successes gained by the blood of 
our scons and brothers, and leaves everythin 
else in a state of suspension. No, I reject suc 
a policy. (Prolonged gheers.) I will not pursue 
a policy which would be the basest ingratitude 
towards the heroic deeds of our people at the 
front and at home. It wowd permanently 
weigh down our people, to the humblest worker, 
ia all conditions of life, and would he equiva- 
lent to surrendering the future fatherland: On 
the other hand, perhaps, I ought to lay down a 
programme of conquest (?). I decline also to 
do that. (Shouts on the right of “ We do not 
demand that,” followed by an uproar, which 
caused the President to ring his bell.) 

NOT OUT FOR CONQUEST. 

If it has not been demanded, then we are 
of one opinion. I also decline to lay down 
a programme of conquest. We did not go to 
war, aud we are not fighting now against the 
whole world in order. to make conquests, but 
only to secure our existence and firmly to estab- 
lish the future of the nation. A programme of 
conquest is as little helpful in achieving victory 
and ending the war as a programme of re- 
nuneiation of the contrary. In doing so, | 
should only be playing the game of the hostile 
rulers, and making it easier for them further to 
dupe their war-weary peo mo an ime 
meas ion of the war. That also 
would be base ingratitude towards our warriors 
near Arras and on the Aisne.

NO COERCION OF ULSTER. 


The Government were occupied yesterday up. 


to a late hour in discussing their Irish pro- 
posals, says the Political Correspondent of the 
Daily Mai. These will be despatched to reach 
the Ulster and Irish leaders this morning. In 
the present conditions the Government consider 
it impossible to proceed with any long contro- 
versial irish measure. They consider it impos 
sible, either now or after the war, to coerce 
Ulster. The manufacturing services that Bel- 
fast is retidering are of such value that the idea 
of inflaming the Belfast workers is unthinkable. 
Unless, therefore, it appears that the scheme 
has some reasonable chance of acceptance it 
cannot be proceeded with. If such a chance ap- 
pears the Government will introduce a bill at an 
early date, probably on Monday, for the measure 
in general terms has already been drafted. 

Amazement and annoyance are expressed in 
the Lobby at the action of some members im 
protesting against the Government's method of 
announcing their Irish proposals, says the Polli- 
tical Correspondent of the London Daily 
Express. “ It is too infantile a thing to make a 
bother about,” was the general comment.

THE RUSSIAN FACTOR. 
(FROM OUR FINANCIAL CORRESPONDENT.) 
LONDON, 'Tugspay. 

On the Stock Exchange the tone of markets 
showed some improvement, and the quotations of 
several specialities tended on the up-grade, 
though the general aspect of the House was 
irregular.
